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Claims 1-16 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as unpatentable over Japan 
(162) in view of Maruyama. Japan (162) teaches all the claimed structure (see figure 1- 
19) of a vibrator that produces elliptical motion through a combination of longitudinal 
and pending movements within a stack of appropriately electroded piezoelectric 
elements. Japan does not explicitly teach the use of deposited conductors to 
interconnect the lead electrodes such as, for example, #14 are connected by jumper 
wires provided on the same surface as the lead connections (see Japan figure 8). 
However, Maruyama teaches the interconnection of lead lines with deposited material 
placed on a surface different from the connection surface of delete lines (see figure 
7#15-2, figure 8 first layer and figure in 11 first layer). The elimination of jumper wires 
allows for easier production via use of common solid-state technique's. It also 
eliminates the need for high temperature operations such as soldering which may 
damage the piezoelectric polarization. Thus, for at least these reasons it would have 
but obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to connect the lead electrodes of Japan 
using solid-state technology rather than jumper wires and locating these 
interconnections on a surface other than the surface involved a with the lead electrodes. 

Claims 17 is rejected hundred 35 USC 103 as being unpatentable over Japan (162) in 
view of Funakubo and combined with Maruyama. The teachings of Japan Mauryama 
have been discussed above. Need a reference teaches providing the interval try the 
electrodes as quadrants. However, Fanakubo (figures 28, 29, 33 and 34) explicitly 
teaches the use of quad electrodes as an efficient way of producing elliptical motion 
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whose axis can be manipulated by changing the input to the various quadrants. Thus, 
for at least this reason it would have been obvious to improve the versatility of either 
Japan or Mauryama by providing quad drive electrodes.
